REVIEW OF BUDGET 


Knesset Finance Committee, 
rael Kargman, to re-examine the 
1974/75 draft budget of the Presi- 
dent's Office, with a view to stream- 
lining it and proposing more “effi- 
clent use” of funds. 

The President's unusual step was 
announced lagt night by the Presi- 
dent's Office.

The report also claimed that the 
President's Office had spent some

dent and other new assistants. The 
new 1974/75 draft budget stands 
at 111,570,000. 

In an attempt to refute some of 
the charges, the President's Office 
stated last night that during the 
past year, and particularily after 
the Yom Kippur War, the activi- 
ties of the President had increased 
considerably.

Police over the weekend reported 
that a number of people had of- 
fered to help find Nasr, spurred by 
the IL100,000 reward offered by the 
family. But the police said some 
of these people were “not serious” 
while others failed to identify them- 
selves, One of the latter last week 
telephoned one of Nasr’s relatives 
with an offer to reveal the location 
of Nasr’s body but he failed to 
show up after a meeting was ar- 
ranged. 


Four persons are currently in 
custody for interrogation in the 
Nasr case.

‘University teachers not prepared for job’

University teachers are among 
the only professionals today who 
do not receive formal ‘training in 
‘their profession-education, It [5 
the students who suffer the most 
from, the lack of requirements for 
university teachers. 

“Y recognize this as a fact, but 
unfortunately it is not fully ap- 
preciated how extensive the pro- 
blem is,” Professor Robert H. 
Davis, Director of the Education- 
al Development Programme δὲ 
Michigan State University, told 
The Jerusalem Post in an inter- 
view at the Technion last week 

Professor Davis, 51, a tall, alim 
man, with thick grey hair and 
large gold framed giasses, is one 
of three American university 
teacher-training experts, now at 

- the Technion to help it launch its 
own teaching improvement cam- 
paign which 15 to continue for a 
year. 

Prof, Davis said ‘the problem of 

lack of training for university. 


teachers is a universal one, and 
“fortunately it is now widely re- 
cognized in universities that their 
teachers are not properly prepar- 
ed for the job.” However, he 
Stressed that teacher training is 
po substitute for mastery of their 
subject by the instructors. 
“But in no other profession is 
‘the tioner thrown into the 
Lullpen, 85 it were, without some 
preparation, There are, of course, 
some instructors who are natural 
teachers, but it is a great trage- 
dy that those who need the train- 
ing do not get it,” he said. 
Professor Davis thinks, “there 
ig still much motivation to learn 
today and even more so to obtain 
8 degree, which can assure the 
student both social and economic 
status.

But he ts firm in his opinion 
that this is not good enough. 
“One thing we have that will 
m&ke a difference 15 the ‘Design 
Method,’ a technique for making 
clear the instructional objectives 
of each course and for directing 
instruction ‘toward the fulfilment 
of these objectives. The gist 
of the Design Method is to 
concentrate on the students 
and to keep their attention, which 
in fact is what the better TV 
producers do,” 

Professor Davis is certain that 
with the use of the right method, 
ἃ university teacher “can achieve 
90 per cent of the objectives with 
his whole class. But he must be 
clear in his own mind what the 
objectives are and how he is go- 
ing to achieve them.” As the 
course progresses, the instructor 
must. constantly check whether 
all the students have understood 
and mastered the material, which 
is usually done through tests and

Jackson and Vanik are sponsors 
‘of the amendment to the Nixon 
adniinistration’s -trade reform dill 
which would bar credits and tariff 
concessions to the Soviet Union 
until it allowa its citizens to emi- 
grate freely.

“She is a Russian and should 
serve her people," Larissa Ragozina 
wrote in the newspaper “Sovetskaya 
Kultura" (Soviet culture).

France fails to ease 
oil ban on Holland

Jerusalem Fost Reporter 
PARIS. — French Foreign Minister 
Michel Joubert, who ended a ἔσος 

day visit to Algeria yesterday, has 

run into a fiat refusal from his 
hosts to support the removal of the 
Arab embargo on ail deliveries to 
Holland. Algerian offcials told Jo- 
bert that since Holland refused to 
take a public stand on urging Is- 
rael to withdraw from the occupied 
territories, 11 could not expect to 
receive Arab oil. 

The Algerians told the French 
minister: “The Halians and West 
Germans have given us tees 
on this point. But ithe Dutch say 
privately that, although they appr2- 
ciate our demands, they refuse to 
make any official undertaking on the 
pretext that it could have reper- 
cussions on domestic politics.” 

Just before he left Paris for Al- 
giers, Jobert publicly took a pro- 
Dutch stand when he told the Al- 
gerian news agency, Algerie Presse 
Service: “There is a desire for a 
dialogue between Europe and the 
Arab countries; this cannot be start- 
ε by making a distinction between 
the countries of Europe.” 

But Mr. Jobert’s visit, which was 
highlighted by a talk with Pres- 
ident Houari Boumedienne, is re- 
garded as a resounding diplomatic 
success in Paris. 


Officiais in Paris and Algiers said 
the Algerian Government would 
shortly authorize former French 
settlers to repatriate between 
$6m. and $8m. The Algerians had 
held up these transfers since they 
obtained independence in 1962. 

The Algerians expressed their ap- 
proval of the French sponsored plan 
for a conference between Common 
Market and Arab countries. This 
project has helped to inflame the 
ire of U.S. Secretary of State Henry 
Biesinger against France in recent 
weeks. Jobert and Algerian For- 
eign Minister Abdelaziz Bouteflika 


are reported to have agreed that. 


since the biggest bone of conten- 
tion between the U.S. and Europe 
is the Arab world, Europeans and 
Arabs have every reason to coope- 
rate. 

The Algiers talks have also en- 
abled the French and Algerians to 
harmonise their positions on the 
Middle Bast crisis and on world 
supplies of raw materials before the 
forthcoming meetings of the U.N.

Cancer treatment at Hebrew University 
gives new hope to leukemia victims 


Weiss to feel that enough had been learned

INCOURAGING results of a new treatment 
for acute Myelocytic Leukemia have been 
registered by Prof. David W. Weiss and other 
researchers at the Hebrew University Lauten- 
berg Centre for General and Tumour Immun- 
ology, who work on the theory that people 


fall victim to cancer only when 


natural protective mechanisms fail. 

Recently released results of tests they be- 
gan two years ago show that of seven “hope- 
cases treated with a substance called 
M.E.R. (Methyl Alcohol Extraction Residue), 
four are stil] alive and well, their leukemia 
in a state of remission. But despite these 


encouraging results, Prof. Weiss

KEY SUBSTANCE FOUND BY ACCIDENT 

MER. — the key substance in their re- 
search. — was discovered almost by accident.

WASHINGTON, — 
wae Jewish political support 
has long been sought for many 
causes in the U.S. — civil rights 
and anti-Vietnam war activism were 
key examples in the past decade — 
the latest movement looking for 
Jewish partnership raises several 
ironies: this time it is not black 
community leaders or peace crusa- 
ders trying to line up Jewish back- 
ers for their protests, but admirals 
and generals seeking Jewish help to 
enact the largest military budget in 
American peacetime history. 
The principal irony is that it was 


the very same Jewish organizations : 


now being pressed to back the mili- 
tary budget who in past years were 
among the liberal groups trying to 
slash military spending. But the Ad- 
ministration and the armed services 
now believe there is reason for the 


The outbreak of another war be- 
tween Arabs and Israelis in Octo- 
ber, 1973, raised many serious ques- 
tions for American Jewry: about its 
ability to provide funds for Israel 
tohelp defray the war's costs; about 
its effectiveness in making the case 


diplomatic support of Israel; 
its tacit support of the central lines 
of Israeli foreign policy since the 
1967 war; about the American pur- 
suit of detente with the Soviet 
Union. And among the thorniest is- 
sues thrust up by the war is whe- 
ther American Jewry should alter 
its views on the military posture 
and spending of the U.S. 

The problem is tough because the 
political involvement of organized 
‘American Jewry in the 1960s was 
predominently liberal, including an- 
tipathy to American prosecution of 
the Vietnam War and to the extra-

In fact, 
the failure of Senator Henry Jack- 
gon to win massive Jewish support 
in 1972, despite his advocacy of 
Jewish interests on numerous fronts, 
has been attributed in large measure 
to the perception of him as a “haw- 
kish” advocate of a strong military 
establishment a3 weil.

thirds of the Jewish vote, even after 
some vocal Israeli and American 
Jewish campaigning τ him. 

But then last October came the 
war. In those first agonizing days 
American Jews worried: ‘Will the 
U.S. re-supply Israel's lost military 
equipment? Will the Israeli arsenal, 
bought from the U.S., be sufficient 
to neutralize the attacking forces? 
Will the American military posture 
appear sufficiently prepared and 
committed to the defence of Israel 
to deter direct Soviet involvement? 

When it became apparent that 
affirmative answers to these ques- 
tions were by no means certain, 
many American Jews began re- 
thinking thelr long-held views on 
the American milifary effort.

Varlous liberal coalltions have ex- 
plicitly asked Jewish organizational 


- representatives for their positions on 


the military budget in light of the 
October War and have urged the 
view that security for Israel is not 
inconsistent with major reductions 
in military spending. On the other 
hand, in urging Congressional pas- 
sage of its $85.6 billion budget re- 
quest, the Pentagon is trying to 
teach the lessons it sees coming 
out of the war experience.

In order to minimize the risk to 
the U.S., Schlesinger asserts it is 
essential to Keep open production 
lines for items to help assure Amer- 
ican combat readiness. According to 
a section of the annual “posture 
statement” 
Thomas Moorer, Chairman .of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, this might in- 
clude stockpiling of weapotia such 
as tanks and Tow anti-tank missiles 
not just for American troops but 
‘for allies, such as Israel, who may 
need them in an emergency. 

The Pentagon has directed its ar- 
guments straight to those Congres- 
sional opponents of military spend- 
ing who were sympathetic to Israel 
during the October War. While the 
fighting still raged, Schlesinger ob- 
served pungently that “there may 
be some irony that those on the 
Hill who have voted regularly to 
reduce defence expenditures’ across 
the board are now most vigorously 
pressing the ent fully to 
supply all of Israel's stated needs.” 

Vice President Gerald Ford echoed 
the main point when he told a Jew- 
ish group in New York last month 
that during the war specific short- 
ages were brought to Hght and “‘the 
new budget would increase our air- 
Uft capacity to deploy forces over- 
seas in time of emergency.” He 
stated that “an era of peace is 
within reach, for the superpowers 
as well as the Middle Eastern coun- 
tries, but to reach that objective 
we have no alternative but to main- 
tain 8 strong defence."
